Vincent  in  1799  and  of  Admiral  Hon.  William  Cornwallis  from 
1803  to  1805.  This  ship  must  not  be  confused  with  the  "Ville  de 
Paris",  a  1st  rate  ship  of  104;  guns  taken  from  the  French  by 
Admiral  Lord  Rodney  on  April  17th,  1782,  as  she  was  lost  off 
the  banks  of  Newfoundland  in  September  of  the  same  year.
